A.—Canada's telegraph bill waa 
911.810.923 In 1916. according to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. A 
total of 11.481884 telegrams were 
tfansmlttsd’during the year, or more 
than one for every man, woman and 
child In th*- Dominion. Message* re-
